the arrival of the world fiyers at 


the Royal Air Force airdrome at 
Karachi, they tmmediately went to 
work changing their motors and 
worked 16 hours a day until the 
work had been completed. They 
were assisted by numbers of 
volunteers from the Royal Alir 
Force troops and were able to com- 
plete their work itn record time. 
The fiyers circled over Karachi 
airdome at’ 6:30 a. m. July 7. In 
spite of the early hour of their de- 
parture, a great crowd assembied 
to see them off. They flew north- | 
west to Chahhbar, 330 miles up the 
Persian coast, landing there after 
four hours and 55 minutes in the 
air. At this place they were wel-

At Chahbar the American atir- 
men remained only long enough to 
refuel and took off about noon for 
Randar Abbas, 325 miles further 
northwest. on the Persian coast.

On the morning of July 8 the 
airmen left Baridar Abbas for 
Bushire, the most iniportant coast 
city of Persia, 490 miles to the 
west. After five hours in the air.

perienced, they landed at Bushire. 
on an efcellent airdome which had 
been prepared by the Royal Air 
Force as one of the way stations 6n 
the way between Bagdad, Mesopo- 
tamia and Karachi, India.

PARIS, July 12.—Sharp conflict 
between America and Rumania 
over American oil interests in the 
Carpathians is expected in diplo- 
matic circles here as the result of 
the visit of the American Minister, 
Peter Augustus Jay, to Washing- 
ton. 

The Standard Oil alone has $70.,- 
000,000 Invested itn Rumania in 
works which unfler a new. law of 
that country will fall under control 
of Rumanians. The debt to the 
Baldwin Locomotive Co. also risks 
repudiation. 

Jay's diplomatic moves at Buch- 
arest, made on orders from Wash- 
ington, have brought no results. It 
is belleved he will return from 
Washington, however, with orders 
which will cause diplomatic tension 
between the United States and Ru- 
mania. 

The new law, which causes most 
of the trouble, requires that 60 per 
cent of all foreign companies in the 
country be owned by Rumanians.

NEW ALAN CONSUL 
ARRIVES IN ST. LOU 


Cavalier Giusti Tells of Re- 
markable Strides in Industry 
in His Country. 


Cavalier Paola E. Giusti, first 
Italian Consul to St. Louis, has ar- 
rived from New York to assume the 
duties for this conduMr district, 
which comprises Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Ternes- 
see. 

St. Louts was designated an Ital- 
lan consular headquarters last Oc- 
tober. Prior to that time only a 
Deputy Consul had been assigned 
here from the Consular Office at 
Chicago. Roberto de Violini, who 
has been acting Consul here since 
last October, will remain as aasist- 
ant to Cavalier Giusti. 

Cavalier Giusti is a native of 
Florence, and is unmarried. He 
arrived in the United States last 
month, and planned to come direct 
to St. Louis, but suffered injuries 
which confined him to a New York 
hospital when the taxicab in'which 
he was riding from the pier to his 
hotel collided with another ma- 
chine. He has been in the Italian 
consular service 12 years, and was 
stationed at Cracow, Poland, dur- 
ing the war. 

Must Have His Tea. 

The new Consul Its an author, 
poet, philosopher and a student of 
economics. He was in a state of 
slight perturbation upon arriving 
at Hotel Jefferson Friday, becauve 
he had not had his afternoon tea. 
After tea, however, he talked in 
rapid-fire English with a Post-D‘s- 
patch reporter on his impressions 
of the United States and the pres- 
ent political situation in Italy. The 
Cavalier expressed pleasure at that 
section of the country he has seen 
since hie arrival, and said he 
planned to write a book on the 
United States tn such time as he 
can spare from his consular duttes. 


Regd@rding the political and eco- 
nomic situation in Italy, Cavalier 
Giusti said the country was on the 
road to industrial prosperity, and 
that no serious ill effects were ex- 
pected from the recent political 
disturbance culminating in the kill- 
ing of Deputy Matteott!. While 
this crime for a time seemed like- 
ly to endanger the success of ‘the 
Fascistic party, a rigid prosecution

Italy is making great strides in- 
dustrially, the country’s success be- 
ing, In industry, the Consul said, 
beéause of the unfertility of the 
soil, which prevents Italy from be- 
coming: a great agricultural coun- 
try. The greatest problem 
now, he said, was an excess popu- 
lation, which, however, is not acute 
because of the general industrial 
progress.

American track coaches some 
years ago discarded the “bent- 
knee” style of hurdling and began 
teaching their charges to step for- 
ward over the hurdle, with the 
same motion that is employed in 
running. 

They adopted this straight-leg 
style to save time and energy. For 
the same reason they insist that a 
hurdler must skim the top of the 
bar, never rising more than two or 
above the hurdle. 
Thus energy required in jumping 
is conserved. 

Good form in hurdling (and good 
form is essential to good time) ob- 
tains only when the hurdler 
skimming close to the top of the 
stick. 

At McKinley High School, Coach 
J. H. Castleman employed a novel 
means for developing this ability to | 
cut the hurdle close. 
ordinary blackboard eraser on top 
of the hurdle and then demanded 
that his young timber toppers go 
not entirely over, but that they just 
tip the eraser off as they passed 
over—always without actually 
touching the hurdle. 


Johnson First to Star. 
In the spring of 1919 he found on 


his squad a youth who became very 
adept gt knocking the eraser off 
without disturbing the hurdle. 
Franklin Johnson proved that he 
had natural ability and soon Coach 
Castleman polished off the rouch 
spots until Johnson became a sthr. 


The next year another lad 


commanded the notice of the 
coach. He was Daniel Kinsey. 
Dan was moved by a desire to be- 
come a greater hurdler than his 
older brother, Bill Kinsey, who 
had established an Interscholastic 
record while representing Cleve- 
land High a few yéars before. Fle 
took readily to the coach's in- 
struction and picking the eraser 
off the hurdle appeared very easy 
for him. 


In his second year at school he 


outstripped Franklin Johnson, who 
had been regarded as the best in 
scholastic circles. Then Kinsey 
broke his brother’s record in tha 
interscholastic meet and the rec- 
ord stands now. 


Kinsey and Johnson became

Judge Sustains 
Cards Stand on 
Sportsman’s Park 


Dodier Realty Company Per- 
manently Restrained From 
Ejecting Rickeymen. 


A permanent injunction was 


granted yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Frey whereby the 8t. mes 
Browns Baseball Club and the 


Dodier Realty & Investment Co. 
are prohibited from ejecting the 
Cardinals ball club from Sports- 
man’s Park. 

The ruling is based on evidence 
presented several months ago, at 
which time a temporary restrain- 
ing order was issued. Subsequent- 
ly when the case was called for 
hearing on its merts counsel for 
both sides announced they had no 


material new evidence, and the 
case was submitted on the origi- 
nal testimony. 

At the hearing tt was contended 
by the defense that the petitioner, 
which is owner of the St. Louis 
National League baseball franchise, 
had forfeited its right to a joint 
use of the Browns ball park by 
neglecting to pay a quarterly 
rental installment of $5000 at the 
time it fell due; further, it had 
failed to furnish certain liability 
insurance as required in its lease 
of the park. For these reasons the | 
Cardinals had breached the terms 
of the lease, it was alleged. 

Judge Frey Summarizes Case. 

In a memorandum Judge Frey 
gives his conclusions, as follows: 

“There is no reason why the 
Court should not enter a final 
judgment which will end this liti- 
gation and which will give the 
Cardinals the relief they seek. So 
far as the facts are concerned it is 
the Court’s position that the failure 
of the Cardinals to pay the rent 
was an oversight: and it is the 
duty of a court of equity to grant 
relief against such oversight. 

“It is also the Court's position 
that the failure of the plaintiff to 
give the insurance referred to in 
the evidence was not a deliberate 
or intentional failure, but was due 
to inadvertance. 

“The so-called lease contract in 
question required the Dodier Real- 
ty Co. to give the Cardinals 30 
days’ time in which to abate the 
alleged grounds of forfeiture. I 
find that the notice of forfeiture 
did not technically comply with 
this requirement of the lease. 

“From the evidence it appears 
that the Cardinals have in all oth- 
er respects complied with this lease 
and consequently there is no valid 


grounds for forfeiture. It seems 
clear that the purpose and the ob- 
ject of the defendant in seeking to 
secure a forfeiture of the lease was 
not in good faith, but was simply 
done pursuant to a desire on the 
part of the Dodier Realty and In- 
vestment Co. to secure an increased 
rental.”’ 

The lease was obtained for the 
Cardinals in 1920. It was to run 
10 years at annual rental of $20,- 
000.

‘“‘T am a Paulista,’’ said a young 
business man of Sao Paulo to me. 

I 
want to see Brazil as a great 
united nation. We will stand for 
many things, yes, before we de- 
tach Sao Paulo from the Unit2d 
States of Brazil, but the feeling 
among our people here is very 
strong.” 

It looks as if there might be 
some real fighting. The Federal 
Government has an army that is 
not to be despised. It will be 
backed probably by the strong 
military forces of the “Republic of 
Rio Grande do Sul”’ (as the State 
of that name is called on the off 
cial stationery of the man who has 
had the presidency for nearly 30 
years). The fine Federal troops 
at Rio are largely recruited from 
Rio Grande do Sul. This is the 
“Far West"’ of Brazil, and any- 
body who has ever been through 
the State will agree that the Bra- 
zillan cowboys are right on a par 
with the men from our own great 
open spaces. They are great fight- 
ers. But of course Sao Paulo will 
put some fine troops in the field 
also. 
~The cabled news seemed almost 
laughable in spots. The story of 
13,000 Paulistas marching against 
Rio is a good match for the news 
that the warship Minas Geraes has 
been sent to Santos to overawe 
Sao Paulo. Rio is 325 miles by 
rail through mountainous regions 
in which stands the 9000-foot 
giant Itatiaya.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 12. 
HEN Alvey Augustus Adee, Second 
WW aessistan Secretary of State, died a 
few days ago, it meant not merely 
the death of a high Government official, but 
the passing of an institution. Adee was one 
of the most picturesque and curious, as well 
as one of the most useful institutions in the 
capital. He was, moreover, one of the few 
public servants who simply cannot be re- 
placed. There was never but one like him, 
und Adee replaced him. 

Adee’s lif2 had so many stimulating phases, 
his character such a wealth of color, contrast, 
fineness and charm that it is difficult to 
begin a description of them. For one thing 
he had been in the State Department 54 years, 
and undoubtedly wrote and edited more state 
papers than any man in American history. 
Several of the most momentous documents 
signed by Presidents in the last 30 years 
actually wer the work of his pen. 

Yet despite the arduous and infinitely 
painstaking nature of his work, he found the 
time and inclination privately to pursue stu- 
dies which established his reputation in both 
scientific and literary fields. Yet more, he 
gained fame as a traveler and observer, as 
an explorer of quaint by-ways and charming 
hidden corners of the world. If ever a man 


in the span of 81 years lived life up to the’ 


hilt it was Adee. 

Finally, the qualities of temper, eccentric- 
ity and wit gave salt to the personality that 
rounded out his amazing existence. 

Much of the personal detail must now be 
obtained from departmental tradition and 


old publications, so completely did he outlive 


the contemporaries of his major activities. 

“You see,’’ an elderly official of the de. 
partment explained to the writer in response 
to inquiries, “I’ve only been in the depart- 
ment 20 years, so I only knew Mr. Adee in 
the latter part of his life. He had been here 
$4 years before I came, and that included the 
most active part of his career.”’ 


An Adviser of Cleveland 


Indeed, that was true. For it was 25 years 
ago that he was appointed Secretary of State 
ad interim, pending the arrival of John Hay 
from Europe to take up the portfolio, during 
which period he conducted some of the most 
delicate negotiations in connection with the 
Spanish-American War. It was just about 
20 years ago that he was temporarily in 
charge of the State Department during the 
Russo-Japanese War and peace negotiations. 

He had been an intimate adviser of Presi- 
It was said 
that Adee was the only man who could write 
that Cleveland would sign 
without correcting. Cleveland frequently 
called him to the White* House for the pur- 
pose of pumping him of some of the inex- 
haustible store of diplomatic’ lore which he 
carried in his head.

Nevertheless, until he was 70 years old he 
annually took his bicycle to Europe, where, 
for six weeks, he toured the less-frequentee 
roads and paths of France, Germany and 
Italy, making photographs and looking for 
quaint spots, odd characters and diatoms.

Perhaps the only way to review a career 
so diversiform and bewildering is to start 
somewhere near the beginning. Government 
service was a tradition in the Adee family. 
His father, who died when Adee was 2 years 
old, had been a fleet surgeon in the navy. 
An uncle was a Major-General. His ancestry 
was Scotch. He studied languages and en- 
gineering, but in 1869 went as secretary to 
Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, Minister to Madrid, 
and a year later entered the diplomatic serv-

He was 40 years old when President Ar- 
thur appointed him Third Assistant Secretary 
of State. Four years later President Cleve- 
land promoted him to Second Assistant Sec- 
retary, where he remained nearly 38 years, 
until his death. He knew intimately Presi- 
dents Arthur, Cleveland, Harrison, McKin- 
ley, Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson and other 
men almost as famous in American history. 
In fact, it is almost safe to say that practical- 
ly no great public man in American history fn 
the last 50 years was a stranger to him. 

Of the Presidents under whom he served, 
he was closest to Cleveland and McKinley. 
Observe that one was a Democrat and the 
other a Republican. If Adee had any politics, 
nobody ever knew what it was. The great 
statesman, John Hay, was his ciose friend. 
Another was Robert Lincoln, son of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

It is recorded that an undersecretary once 
went to Secretary of State James G. Blaine 
and asked for promotion to an assistant secre- 
taryship. 

“It would be an unkindness- to promote 
you,’’ said Blaine. ‘‘When the administra- 
tion changed you'd lose your position.” 

“But look at Adee—he stays right on 
through changes of administration,”’ the ap- 
plicant protested.

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| Precursor’s Long Service 


. “Yes, but Adee—is Adee,’ replied Blaine 
reflectively. There was only one. He had no 
double. He had, however, a precursor. His 
appointment as Second Assistant Secretary 
the death of William Hunter. 
Hunter became a clerk in the Department of} 
State in 1829-——-95 years ago. He was ee 
moted to chief clerk in 1852, when Daniel) 
Webster was Secretary of State. The office} 
of Second Assistant Secretary was created by‘ 
Congress in 1866, especially for the occu- 
pancy of Hunter, and he held it until his 
death in 1866, when Adee came in. Only 
those two men had held it up to Adee’s 
death. The continuous service of Hunter and 
Adee in the department covered the period 
between the administrations of John Quincy 5 
Adams and Calvin Coolidge. Hunter was in 
the service 57 years, his service and Adee’s 
overlapping for a period of 16 years. 

Adee had seen, boy and man, four wars— 
the Mexican, Civil, Spanish and the World 
War. More, he probably could have told how 
others had been averted, for most of the im- 
portant diplomatic correspondence touching 
igternational controversies in which this

had passed under his eye. In fact. he had 
written a great deal of it. It is said that 
the fame of several Secretaries of State rests 
upon documents of which Adee was the au- 
thor. 

It isa pes of the destiny of an Assistant 
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labor and knowledge must rest upon the 
brows of other men, his official superiors. 
Indeed, he wrote notes for more than one 
President, and presidential proclamations by 
the hundred came from his pen. It is the 
unwritten law of the service that these secrets 
must remain secrets forever. . Not even death 
breaks the obligation. So only a few men 
ever knew to precisely what heights Adee 
rose, and mou, if not all of them, are deaa. 


Broke in His Superiors 


. There were exceptions, however, when he 
conducted diplomatic correspondence over his 
own name, including, of course, the several 
periods when he was acting Secretary of 
State. The published letters of John Hay 
contain much of his correspondence with 
Adee. His intimacy with President McKinley 
grew out of the manner in which he handled 
the pourparlers with Spain. 

The fact is that Adee, by virtue of a natural 
gift combined with his extraordinary train- 
ings acquired a knowledge of the entire field 
of foreign relations, and a technique in diplo- 
matic correspondence which was unique in 
the State Department, and perhaps was not 
excelled in any of the foreign offices of the 
world. It would be incorrect to say that he 
introduced many novelties or that he dis- 
played imagination except in the ability to 
make old precedents fit new cases, in which 
he exhibited a remarkable resourcefulness. 

He was, in good truth, conservative to the 
last degree. He knew all the precedents and 
had the utmost respect for them. Nay, he 
demanded that they be followed. In this, 
bis astonishing memory was constantly serving 
green Secretaries of State in value stead. 
When a new Minister got in deep water, and 
didn’t know whether the situation called for 
an apology or mobilization of the fleet, he 
promptly called in Adee, who had at his 
tongue’s end four and twenty precedents de- 
termining the proper course to a nicety. 

There are few attaches of the department 
who have not, at one time or another, had 
one of Adee “rejection slips.” Until re- 
cent years all diplomatic correspondence 
written by younger secretaries had to pass 
under his approval. And he was a stickler 
for style and form. He knew acutely whether 
the situation called for definiteness or in- 
definiteness; in the former case few could 
match him in clarity or emphasis. When 
vagueness was desirable he could compose a 
beautiful communication that nobody on 
earth could make heads or tails of. When 
the work of a subordinate failed to meet the 
demands as Adee saw them, he would send 
the draft back to the author with a blue slip 
bearing his criticism, which invariably began 
with the tart question, “Don't you know that

Mr. Davis won fame as & mem- 
ber of the Judiciary Committee.

A few years later, July 29, 
1913, when President Wilson ap- 
pointed him Solicitor-General of 
the United States, Representative 
James R. Mann, on the floor of 
the House, went out of his way to 
say: r

“I am very glad you brought 
out that point, because we are not 
asking that Congress take any par- 
ticular or specific action, but that 
Congress simply hand back to the 
states the power to exercise their 
unquestionable police duty." 

This was early in 1912, long be 
fore the prohibitionists, led by the 
Antisaloon League, thought of 
obtaining national prohibition by 
one act. 

“Before we leave this subject,” . 
Mr. Davis added, “I want to make 
it perfectly clear the reason for 
my statement. It has no relation 
whatever to this pending legisla- 
tion any more than any other 
legislation before, but for myself 
I can never tacitly permit the as- 
sumption to go that in any. ques- 
tion of the interpretation of the 
Constitution, it may be determined 
by accession to the will of the ma- 
jority. I think the very purpose 
for which the Constitution was 
framed was to set the Government 
certain limitations which it should 
not transgress, even if the majori- 
ty of the people should desire, and 
that for the protection of the mi- 
nority, representing constitutions 

are prepared and adopted, and that 
therefore when a measure is pre- 
sented, a doubt as to its constitu- 
tionality cannot be resolved by 
saying a majority of the people 
want it. And I make that state- 
ment as applicable not only to 
this legislation but to any other 
proposition that may arise.”

of the possible resuits of their meeting had 
at least a sentimental influence on the 
market. ‘ibe action of Swiss and Dutch 
exchanges was significant of approaching 
readjustment of continental conditions. 
Strength in those exchanges reflecting ac- 
cumuiation by banking interests here rep- 
resenting leading financial groups in both 
countries as weil as in adjoining continen- 
tal sections, Swiss rose to a new high for 
the year on this buying and Dutch was 
firm at close to its high level for the year. 

‘The imterna!l troubles in Brazil unset- 
tled exchange on Kio de Janeiro early in 
the week, Dut it quickly became steady, 
Canadian exchange was in demand 
throughout the week and made a new high 
record for the year. 

“Strength in the foreign exchange con- 
tinued to be a@ feature of the markets. 
The higher money market at London and 
the belief that the British bank rate may 
be advanced probably are the leading fac- 
tors in the situation. A more hopeful at- 
titude with regard tg the impending repa- 
rations conferationgs may have contribu 
to the firm tone. Sterling was well 
bought, both here and abroad, and gained 
about 1 cent at $4.37%. It thus came 
within about 2 cents of the top for 124. 
French trancs advanced 4 points to 5.14 
cents. Similar gains predominated among 
the other continentals and the currencies 
of Switzerland, Holland and Sweden sold 
up to their best price of the year.

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FRENCH RECEIVER 1S 
EASILY CONSTRUCTED 


lf Properly Built It Should 
Give Better Results Than a 
Single-Circuit Set. 


~ The circuit illustrated above is 


one that has been popular with 
French amateurs. 

It consists of one stage of radio 
frequency amplification and regen- 
erative detector. The coils L1 and 
L2 should be separated from each 
other, and, if possible, placed at 
right angles. 

The following parts are required: 
Two inductance coils, wound as 
specified: .001 mfd. variable con- 
denser; .006 mfd. variable con- 
denser; .00025 mfd. fixed mica con- 
denser; .001 mfd. fixed mica con- 
Genser; two “hard” tubes; two 
rheostats, two socketa, “A” battery 
and 67%-volt “B” battery. 

Inductance L1 consists of 75 
turns of No. 23 d. c. c. wire on a 
3%-inch tube, with taps taken off 
every 10 turns after the first 15 
turns have been wound. LL? is 
made up of 498 turns of the same- 
sized wire, and tapped every two 
turns, the taps being distributed 
between three switches indicated 
by X. Y and Z. 

Better results may be obtained, 
if the amplifier and detector units 
are placed in separate cabinets. To 
tune the set, adjust the aerial con- 
denser and the inductance L1 to 
the desired wave length, then vary 
the .005 condenser in the grid cir- 
cuit until the two circuits are 
brought into resonance. If the 
circuit oscillates too violently, try 
reducing the filament  rheostats 
and adjusting the plate switch X. 
The “A” or 199 type tubes are best 
suited for use in this circuit. 


A SATISFACTORY WAY 
TO TEST OSCILLA 


Use of a Flashlight Tamp Will 
Show If Tubes Are Function- 
ing As They Should. 
With the increasing popularity of 
the super-heterodyne receiver 
more and more fans are building 
these sets and encounter trouble. 
Generally standard formas, layouts 
ané constants are used. Still even 
in this case some receivers refuse 
to operate. In the majority of 
cases the trouble lies in the oscil- 
lator. If the oscillator tubes does 
not oscillate the set will not bring 
in stations. 
A good test for oscillations is to 
insert a two-volt flashlight lamp in 
series with the grid of the oscilia- 
tor tube. If this lamp lights up as 
the tube is turned on and stays lit 
while the oaciliatoer condenser is 
turned throughout its entire capac- 
ity range then one can be sure that 
the oscillator is working as it 
should. This test can be used in 
any low power oscillating circuit, 
such as wavemeters and heterodyne 
oscillaters for CW reception.

LOOSE COUPLING AIDS 
| IN CHECKING RADIATION 


| Singié-Circait Receiver Is Not the 
| Only Offender in Spoiling Effi- 
ciency of Other Sets. 

Many fans know that a single- 
circuit receiver is regarded as one 
of the worst types of radiating re- 
celvers—that is, receivers which 
send out radio waves of their own 
and thus spoil concerts for oper- 
ators of receiving sets in the neigh- 
borhood of at least five city 
blocks. 

But not all fans are aware of 
the fact that tightly coupled double 
and triple circuit sets are just as 
bad (if not worse) radiators of ra- 
dio waves. Tightly coupled cir- 
cults are circuits in which the in- 
duction coils (such as the rotor 
and stator of a variocoupler, etc.), 
are very close together—that ig, 
‘the “elearance”’ between them is 
very small. 

The looser the coupling between 
the colls, the less likelihood of 
radiation and also the more select- 
ive the tuning of the set. or 
course, it is also true that the 
sound volume is iess with loose 
coupling than with tight couplings. 


ESKIMO ORPHANS HEAR 
MUSIC FROM OAKLAND 


Alaskans Set Ciocks Three Hours 
Ahead to Havre Time to Enjoy 
Broadcast Programs. 

When an interesting radio pro- 
gram is being received in their 
home, Eskimo children are just as 
hard to keep in bed as any other 
children. Discovering this in an 
orphanage for Eskimo children at 
Teller, Alaska, the matron has re- 
ported that during a recent broad- 
cast of KGO she found “several of 
the girls out of bed with their ears 
to the floor just above the leud 
speaker, enjoying the program. 
“We have 36 Eskimo children 
here,” writes E. H. Dahl, manager 
of the orphanage. “You cannot 
imagine the pleasure we get from 
air programs. We live at Port 
Clarence, the only harbor on Sew- 
ard Peninsula. Only ships going 
into the Arctic stop at our door. 
They get fresh water from our 
ecreek.’’ With time at their disposal 
for enioyment of radio programs 
only after the day's work is done, 
Mr. Dahl! explains that they set 
their clocks three hours ahead so 
as to finish early enough to enjoy 
them.

This method of 
recording broadcast reception may 
fead to the development of a méth- 
o4 whereby listenérs can make per- 
manent records of programs picked 
up from the ether, and then play 
the selections on the phonograph 
at any time.

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RADIO 10 MEASURE 
DISTANCES AT SEA 


New Method of Comparing 
Speed of-Signal and Under- 
Water Sound Waves. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The 
Lighthouse Service of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce is experiment- 
ing with a method of measuring 
distances at sea by means of sim- 
ultaneous radio and sound waves, 
which may @evelop into a valuable 
aid to navigation and safety of life 
at sea. . 

A sound oscillator has recently 
been installed on the, Nantucket 
lightship, about 200 miles east of 
New York and 120 miles southeast 
of Boston, which, operated in con- 
junction withithe radio fog signal 
sent regularly in foggy weather, 
will enable the skipper of an Atlan- 
tic steamer to determine his dis- 
tance from the lightship. By virtue 
of his radio compass he is already 
able to ascertain his bearing with 
respect to the vessel, but not the 
distance from it, which is an im- 
portant factor in bad weather. 

The method being tried out op- 
erates as follows: The regular 
ratio fog signal of the lightship off 
Nantucket Shoals is composed of 
groups of four dashes sent by radio 
telegraph for a period of one min- 
ute, followed by a silent period of 
30 seconds. 

At a known instant, for example, 
the time of the first dash, follow- 
ing the silent period of the radio 
signal, the sound oscillator on the 
lightship is started. The navigator 


of the incoming vessel is already 
standing by, and when he hears 
over the radio receiver the particu- 
lar dash, he starts a stop watch 
and listens in on the phones to his 
oscillator receiver for the under- 
water note emanating from. the 
light vessel.

graphic survey of the waters of the 
earth. Interest is centered in an 
effort to prevent marine disasters,

Although neither the route nor

determined: That the vessel will be 
equipped with the latest and most 
efficient radio and sound apparatus 
designed. The reasons for this are | 
two-fold: Primarily it will enable. 
the scientists to keep in constant | 
touch with stations ashore. ascer- 
tain their exact locations by radio 
compass, and bring them standard 
time signals essentie#@ to hydro- 
graphic work; and second, it will 
make exhaustive study of atmos- 
pheric disturbances possible, with 
regard to communication interfer- 
ence. Static will be traced to its 
lair if possible, and its sources lo- 
cated. 

Through the combined efforts of 
army, naval and other  govern- 
mental bureaus interested in radio, 
detailed pians for tests in radio re- 
ception and transmission will be 
undertaken wherever the vessel 
goes on its cruises which may ex- 
tend over a period of several years. 
Into whatever area the ship goes 
on first assignment for a thorough 
study of currents, depths, weather, 
water life’ and other § scientific 
phases, radio will be utilized both 
practically for communication and 
for scientific investigation. All un- 
usual phenomena encountered as 
interference will be charted in an 
effort to learn where static comes 
from and how it can be avoided in 
long-distance communications. 

Dead spots will be investigated 
in a hope that these localities may 
be avoided or circumnavigated in 
the establishment of better trans- 
oceanic radio circuits. 


RADIO IN JERUSALEM 
HAS OFFICIAL SANCTION 


Inhabitants Owning Their Homes 
Are Permitted to Install Send. 
ing or Receiving Sets. 

Even the Holy Land has suc- 


cumbed to the radio, “getting dis- 


tance” now being one of the pop- 
ular amusements of Palestine. ac- 
cording to a report received by 
the Palestine Foundation Fund 
from Jerusalem. Radio was given 
official sanction by a Government 
order issued on June 3, permitting 
inhabitants owning their homes to 
install either recefving or broad- 
casting instruments. 

The demand for sets has in- 
creased greatly since the issuance 
of the order.

Valuable Aid to Mariners. 
Successful operation of course 
requires that ships desiring to par- 
ticipate in such a service must be 
equipped both with radio and 
sound oscillatory receivers, and 
preferably with radio compasses 
for securing the direction of the 
transmitting station. The system 
should be of exceptional value in 
transatiantic navigation, as Nan- 
tucket Shoals is a turning point and 
the distance of a vessel from this 
lightship is a valuable aid to. the 
mariner. 

This system. while applicable to 
several -points on the coasts of the 
country, is not believed essential at 
all the 16 light vessels and stations 
already equipped with radio fog 
signals or where work is under 
way. Probably it would be found 
useful at points like Cape Blanco 
Light. off Oregon; Diamond 
Shoals, N. C., and possibly Point 
Arguello, where a fox signal is 
projected, as these stations are at 
important turning points in coast- 
wise and oceanic navigation. 

Denmark has one jightship, the 
Graadyb. which operates both a 
radio fog signal and a submarine 
bell aystem for ascertaining dis- 
tances, but its operation is limited 
to 12 miles. The radio signa! trans-

radio goods. 


Radio has extended even to 
South Africa. The Government of 
South Africa has promised a broad- 
casting license to an organization 
there, according to a report to the 
Department of Commerce. The 
new station will have-a wave 
length of between 350 and 450.me- 
ters and use a 500-watt transmit- 
ting set. It is expected the sta- 
tion will be supported by fees- 
paid in by persons owning  re- 
ceiving sets.

It is now understood that 
these and Pierre Vidrene are included in Vid- 
rine’s confession, along with two others, not 
now named, and still another who had heen 
marked by Vidrine for death but who was 
killed by someone else before Vidrine hed 
a chance. 


Robert Leo Wiggins was the 27-year-old 
son of Robert Wiggins, Sheriff of Evangeline 
Parish. He was in business here in Ville 
Platte. Three years ago he married Hazel 
Ardoin, daughter of Dr. Yves Ardoin, and 
they lived in a cottage of their own. He 
served in St. Louis, in the Quartermaster's 
Department, during the war. 

On May 19 Wiggins drove in his coupe to 
Mamou to make collections. It is conjectured 
that Vidrine, in town that day from the 
farm, three miles toward Mamou, may have 
learned his errand. Wiggins finished his 
business at Mamou and was returning to Ville

After that Vidrine confessed. From the 
first excitement had been intense. When 
Vidrine was arrested ther: was talk of lynch- 
ing, But Sheriff Wiggins asked that the law 
have its way and Mrs. Wiggins, unwilling 
that another mother should suffer as she was 
suffering, pleaded that there be no violence 
because, she said, there might be a mistake, 
And even after the confession the wishes of 
Wiggins’ people that vengeance be left to the 
law were respected. 


Claims Absolution by Confession 


But there was a demand for a quick trial 
which met with ready response. A special 
grand jury returned an indictment May 24. 
Under the Louisiana law, even when an ac- 
cused person confesses, there must be a trial 
and a showing to determine the degree of 
guilt. So five days later the trial began. 
District Attorney Garland came from Opel- 
Ousas to conduct it. Attorneys were appoint- 
ed by Judge Pavy to defend the man. He

“I think,” he said, after apologizine for 
his poor English, the product of a fourth- 
grade education, “that every man has his 
destiny.

“It is a good many people killed today that 
they don’t never know who done ‘*t.

If I had been a criminal 
like you hear on the outside, I would have hid 
my things and done like criminal would do. 
I just went to bed. 

“TI wish I could speak plain English. I 
would make every heart beat with sadness 
in this courthouse. If the jury thinks it is 
right to hang me, let them hz2nz ine, but I 
feel sure that no man who has got his right 
mind would commit such a ccime, and when 
he is conscience struck and confesses I feel 
that they should not hang him, 

“Of course they got full right to hang me 
or turn me loose, but I am not asking them 
to turn me loose. It would be an Insult to 
the court. But I ask them not to hang mie, 
for my mother’s sake. 

“Even if they do hang me I hope the 
jury good luck and all their friends. I want 
the jury to realize that I did not have my 
right mind, and I confessed the crime I did. 
That is one thing I am glad of. I confwvased 
the crime. It don’t matter what I did, I 
won't have it on my conscience. 

“I have been raised by an honorable father 
and mother. My mother always asked me 
to follow the good road, and I dic until I 
killed that poor man. I wish in all my heart 
today that I could bring poor Leo back to 
his wife and let him live as before But, 
my friends, it is too late. 

“If they send me to the penitentiary for 
life they will get more benefit out of me thaa

Jury Unmoved by His Speech

Nothing in Mahon’s manner, or bearing, 
roused her suspicion, or gave her uneasiness. 
.When she saw numerous articles of feminine 
use and apparel lying about, he explained his 
wife had been down to the bungalow. When 
she wanted to tidy up the place, he urged 
her to be moderate in her house cleaning, lest 
his wife, when she came down again, have 
her curiosity aroused. 

While she was there, Mahon screwed up 
the door of the back bedroom on the left of 
the passage. As he worked, the door was 
ajar, and she noticed a large brown trunk 
standing by the bed inside. Mahon told her 
his pal had some valuable books in that bed- 
room and he wanted the door of it to be se- 
cure during his absences. 

On Easter Sunday, April 20, Mahon got 
a telegram, and told his companion he must 
be in London by 9 o'clock Tuesday morning. 


“It was a wet night,” he explained in his 
statement.to the police. ‘‘She was s»aked to 
the skin. She was a woman down on her 
luck. She said she had walked from Kersing- 
ton and was going to her sister’s home in 
Islesworth, where she lived. I took her there 
in a cab. She told me her history. She 
had been married. We tentatively arranged 
to dine together, probably on the next Wed- 
nesday. 1 was to telegraph her to meet me” 

Mahon also confided to this voung voman.

Across the Rio Grande from Mexice has 
eome an enemy more devastating than 
a thousand Panche Villas, an enemy 
that already has dome more than $1,- 
00¢0.000.000 worth of damage and that 
is continuing its ravages at the rate of 
$300.000.000 a year. From Japan has 
arrived an army whose sheer power of 
destructiveness. would make a row ef 
Nipponese dreaénaughts look like «a 
string of painted beats im a toy store. 

In Washington men are working fev- 
erishly over campaign pians, formulae 
for poison gas and methods of propa- 
zating disease germs among the enemy. 
The laws of civilized warfare have been 
tied inte a meat package and flung over 
the back fence. No quarter ig given or 
expected in the desperate batties being 
waged up and down the Usited States 
of America. 

The fact that the enemies have wings 
‘mstead of arms. and several legs instead 
of a single pair. does not make them 
differ essentially from the Goths and 
Vandals that swept like a*trphoonm over 
Europe. A brown-tailed moth, if it 
puts its mind to it, cam do quite as 
much harm as any amcient Hun who 
ever set his hide-soled foot in the ‘em 
ple of a Roman village 4 ttle bol 
weevil. when it is feeling good. can 
make a Mexican raider hide away unde: 
his red pomeho and cry fer enry Like 
wise a youns Japanese beetic. ugder favorabie coa- 
ditions. can dc more real damage than any two- 
sworded Samurai who ever swarrcred belligerently 
along the road to Yeddo. 

The tendency of imsects to wace unrelenting war is 
4 most fortunate circumstamce for the human race. 
[if they should suddenly decide to stop harrving «ach 
other and to live like goed pucifists entirely on a 
vegetable diet, they would se overrun the worid that 
the frenzied human population world be driven into 
the sea. Peace among the prolific insect tribes 
would mean a planet denuded of al] vecetation and 
a scattering of bopes to mark the last of the rece 
of men. 

The martial temdencies of the insect world are 
used against themselves by scientisis in exterminat- 
img destructive species. Oftem the only feasible way 
to get rid of a predatory imsect ix to scour the worid 
for its enemy and then pit ene variety against the 
other.

Neither 
properiy speaking. is satisfactory as a nationa! 
laureate. 

Edna St. Vincest Millay. however, is 
fitted to the picture of American poesy. 

Twenty years ago she would hare been shunned 
as not quite the proper thing for young people to 
read. She seems to know entirely too much about 
human e«motions—lovre, hate, anger, jealousy, yearn- 
ing. 

Bat then Walt Whitman was once denounced as 
a pudiie scandal and his “Leaves of Graas”™ banished 
from every parior table as an offense to the family 
Bible reposing in moroccan splendor on its marbie 
top. Since then Americans have come to realise that 
a great one shuffled in carejeas attire through their 
midst, seeing beauties where once before only uzli- 
ness was allowed to settle and ringing a note which 
would outlive the little minds who stopped their 
ears. lest it delight them. 

And Americans bave marched along far enough 
to know that right now their sandy-haired diminu- 
tive poetess is burning up with unsung limes, lines 
which must come into print because the nation needs 
them to brighten up its coloriess and more or less 
sodden literature. 

No surer sign of Edna St. Vincent Millay’s po 
sition in contemporary letters is needed than the 
jealousy with which ber discoverers argue as to who 
saw her first. Franklin P. Adams probably has as 
good a claim as ary other to this henor. Many wil! 
remember his “insomniacs” who could do nothing 
bet lie awake scanzing “white lambs scampering 
at play. Edna St. Vincent Millay.” And some will 
still] remember her contributions to his citadel of . 
pious purity for peppy persons. They ran with their 
minor chord of reBellious intolerance. But whether 
anybody discovered her does not matter. Hers was 
a “lovely light” which would not flicker in a dark 
corner under any sort of a bushel. 

She was born at Rockland, Me., Feb. 22, 1892, the 
@aaghter of Henry Tolman and Cora Buazzelle Mil- 
lay. Of her girlhood she does not prate at length. 
like so many celebrities. The commenity in which 
she developed and romped was like a thousand other 
American communities—comfortabie, complacent 
and commonplace. Daisies biocomed for young hands 
to pick and in the winter ice covered the ponds for 
the usual purpose of giving a smooth surface oa 
which young feet could skate. 

In the ordinary course of New England events she 
went to college at Vassar. She took her A. B. degree 
away with her im 1917. The same year she pub- 
lished “Renascence and Other Poems." It was “A 
Few Figs From Thisties.” published in 1926, that 
indicated she kad arrived. The Millay note in mod- 
ern literature had taken its proper place on the 
score. She now has a swarm of incompetent imita 
tors. 

Last year she was named Pulitzer prize winner 
for poetry, with her “Ballad of the Harp Weaver” 
as the prise-wisning poem. It was one Pulitzer 
award which occasioned no controversy. Her right 
there was none to dispute. Incidentally, she vindi- 
eated the right of prise winners to serious consid«r~ 
ation. 

From most awards for literature one gathers thé 
impression that they are made tn the same manner

But if Ndiu-tchu declines to be 
cdemesticated, as seems likely, then for the present 
at least Newell will just study him, his movements 
and attitudes, for use in his art work.

The two black bear cubs brought to St. Louis were 
captured by Adams, when the mother bear saw him 
coming and abandoned her family. There were three 
cubs in this group, but one escaped. They are about 
three months old, and to each has been given one- 
half of the Apache word for bear, which may be writ- 
ten thus: Tsash-Bizhaszhi. 

The third cub brought to Webster Groves is a 
brown bear, also about three months old. With 
another cub and their mother it was up atree. The 
hunters killed the old bear, and captured both cubs 
One was given away to a friend in Arizona. The cub 
in\ Webster has been named Lucy. 


/ Newell and Adams did not bag a grizzly. Three 


“times they started trailing a silwertip grizzly in the 


north end of Big Canyon, in the C-dart range, but 
each time the dogs jumped another bear and thus 
the expedition was diverted. 

Only the grizzlies, and black and brown bears 
which are proven cattle killers, may be hunted. 
There are comparatively few cattle killers among the 
black and brown bears, which live mostly on berries, 
roots and other vegetarian diet. R 

It is evident that the predatory animal hunter 
must know the ways of wild animals, must have a 
good pack of dogs, must be a sure shot and be will- 
ing to face hardship and daiger. And sometimes 
the element of luck enters in, besides, as illustrated 
by an experience of M. E. Musgrave. State Predatory 
Animal Inspector, with headquarters at Phoenix. 

“There was a desert wolf which they had been 
after for a long time.” said Newell. “The wolf was 
officially credited with having done $30,000 of de 
struction among the livestock in the preceding eight 
years. He was a butcher. and had been known to 
slaughter as many as eight yearling calves in one 
night. 

“Musgrave sent one of his best men out after that 
wolf. The man did every‘hing that experience and 
skill could suggest, but he foiled. for this was a very 
wise old wolf. Then Musgrave drove out in his aute 
mobile one day. chanced upon the killer by pure 
accident, and shot him from the car. Just luck, as 
sisted by good marksmans ip.” 

Newell and Adams never let tueir dogs run wolves. 
for the latter have a way of running over q hill ane 
down the other side, out of sighi, where they turn 
and work havoc among the doze which come up with 
them. 

Mr. and Mrs. Newell have one child. Be' 
ington, now nearly two years oid.

ERHAPS I expected too much of Athens 
least, too much of the sort of things 
that should be found in a metropolis with 
ancient and modern airs. Anyhow, I was 
disap pointed. 
I don’t mean the Acropolis or the nat- 


ural decorations—mountains, blue waters, * 


pieturesque bays and capes, and that sort of thing. 
I have always had a great. if distaat, respect for 
scenery, and I'd like it understood here and now 
that I yield to no poet or art-artist in my admira- 
tion for the fime work of nature in these Grecian 
parts. But an awful lot of ink and paint has been 
spilled on the subject; why repeat? 

Just to stop useless argument, I'm taking off my 
hat to Athens, here and now, and saying that if you 
like Maxfield Parrish pictures and Joseph Urban 
stagings—and I do, too—you'll have nothing to 
complain of in Greece. That is, if you have what 
they call a “real hearty appetite” in Idaho. 

I want to be fair to myself as well as to the old 
home town of Pericles, Plate and good old Socrates, 
and ‘perhaps I'd have felt a bit differently about 
Athens but for the dinner that first night. 

We arrived in the late afternoon—one of those 
Ziem sunset effects—and after sounding several 
authorities, headed for what was said to be the best 
restaurant south of the Danube, the ome the King 
—when they had Kings round there—used to pat- 
ronize, and where the classiest profiteers and their 
ladies made headquarters. 

Maybe I'm hard te please—but I cannot conceal 
from readers, of this magazine at least, that I've 
eaten my way all over Europe, and if a good culi- 
nary education counts for anything, I ought te be 
given the benefit of the doubt. Maybe it was the 
best thing of its kind below the Siberian boundary, 
but if so—that’s no compliment. I ordered what 
the maitre d’hotel assured me were bona fide Greek 
dishes, “specialties of the house,” you know. They 
may be all right for Athenians, but they were 
rather more than my digestive apparatus could 
handle. And the wine of the country—I tried that,

too. Even to a New Yorker, who knews what a 
bootlegger can do when he is in a hurry and doesn’t 
care, it was a shock.

One of my friends is the only white man 
who lives there. He is the padre. or priest, in charge 
of their church. I will try to communicate with him, 
and if you can meet him he will give you all the in- 
formation that is to be had about the camotillo.” 

Two more weeks elapsed, then I was summoned by 
my friend, the priest, who told me that the colleague 
padre was on his way to Roatan. a little Indian port 
on the Pacific, and he would meet me there. 

I left im a hurry for Roatan and after five days 
of adventurous travel reached that port. There I 
met Padre Nicolas, an energetic man, a Spaniard. 
And he told me the secret of the Mayas. Here is 
the story: 

“Tt came to this tribe. called the Chanticales, which 
means ‘the never defeated.” by order of my superior, 
the Bishop of Copan. I am the only white man al- 
lowed in the tribe. Their city is many miles inland. 
Sentinels are scattered all over the woods. and every 
stranger who approaches is immediately signaled. If 
he persists and refuses to turn back he will never be 
seen by his people again. 

“The Chantacales cian is ruled by a group of wiz- 
ards. or ‘brujos,” who have inherited the secrets of 
their forefathers. These wizards are the only ones 
who understand the preparation of the camotillo. 
This poison is a vegetable bulb, very similar in ap- 
pearance to a potato. It grows wild and cannot be 
found except by one who knows. The bulb is dried 
and passes through a series of manipulations uatil 
finally it is ground to powder. Then, acrording to 
the length of time taken to dry and grind it. in this 
same length of time it will work its fatal effect. A 
ecamotillo dried and ground in 11 moons will take il 
moons to kill. 

“The Maya medicine men will never release their 
poison to be used against the people. They only 
give it to be used against those whom they regard 
as their political ememies. They believe thai when 
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Horduras has been freed from politicians they cana 
regain their ancient power and prestige. Only yes 
terday one of the ‘brujos’ left for La Ceibe. He cer- 
tainly was on his way to deliver some camotillo.” 

After thanking Father Nicolas for his information, 
I decided to go to La Ceiba and take the boat back 
to Guatemala, which was my final destination. The 
priest gave me as guide a young Indian, with special 
orders to take care of me. 

We reached La Ceiba in the afternoon and went 
to the hotel. The place was crowded—music, flow- 
ers, flags, festivity. I inquired what was going on 
and was told that the candidates for the presidency 
and vice presidency. Dr. F. J. Mejia and Dr. Geront- 
mo Reyna. were there and that the feast was in thetr 
Lonor. 

I had hardly taken possession of my room when 
my guide came to me. His face was all smiles. 
Sensing something unusual, I asked him the reason 
for his joy.

“Camotillo has been given to those devils In 
seven moons they will see what is good.” 

“To whom?” I asked, anxiously. 

“Those two over there,” was his reply. 

The presidential campaign in Honduras was at 
its height.

Both were sturdy and strong men physically. They 
appeared in the best of health and spirits. I scanned 
the papers every morning anxiously. The revelation 
made by the Maya who had been my guide haunted 
me. One morning the newspaper came with black 
borders. Mejia had died in Tegucigalpa of a strange 
disease. He had died suddenly, like one stricken 
with paralysis. Neo plausible explanation of his 
death was ever given by the doctors. Perhaps heart 
trouble—“quien sabe?”

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his Scientist Believes the Earth 


Dr. John Joly, one of the most distin- 
guished of geologists, advances a 
startling theory—According to him, 
the globe on which we live is billions 
of years old, instead of merely mil- 
lions, and at intervals of many mil- 
lions of years the old ball explodes,

any, and what systems of civilization 
existed prior to the present neat and

HIS good old earth of ours that seems 
so safe and solid may be subject. sci- 
entists say, to fits. Every hundred mil- 
lion it may blow up. melt- 
the rocks on its surface. turn- 
the oc into steam and return- 
for a while to the boiling, half- 
of the planet Jupiter, the largest 
net of our solar system. 

t is possible that the earth has suffered a num- 
ber of such convulsions in the past. Another one 
may be not far ahead. And if it comes it is un- 
thinkable that any spark of life will be left. Evo- 
lution must begin all over again. Our globe must 
witness once more the long progress from the iittle 
slime specks that were the first living creatures, 
through the worms and fishes and reptiles. upward 
to maz. 

It may be that the panorama of evolution to which 
we belong is not the last one—nor the first. Life 
may be a fitful fever to which our planet is subject 
now and then in the quiet intervals between its 
spasms of fire. 

This is the remarkable theory prop»xsed by Dr. 
John Joly of Dublin University, Fellow of the Royal 
Society of England, and one of the most distin- 
guished geologists of the world. 

It ail began with a dispute about the earth’s aze. 
One group of scientists held and argued that the 
earth cannot be older than about 150.000.0000 or 
200,000,000 years. Another group argued that this 
age, long as it is by human standards, is ridiculously 
too low for our planet. It is necessary, they main- 
tained, to assume an age of about 10,000.000.000 
years; certainly as much as 5.000.000.0000 years. 

These very long estimates art reached on astro 
nemic data. We know a good deal about the mo- 
tions of the different planets with relatien to the 
sun. We believe, also, that we have a fairly good 
idea about how the earth was formed from matter 
pulled out of the sun by the attraction of a passing 
star By comparing the present condition of the 
solar System with what its condition must have been 

ast aiter this earth-forming catastrophe, it is pos- 
bie to calculate the approximate time that must 
have elapsed simece the stellar visitor provided our 
its family 
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Other astronomic methods are available for the 
estimation of the earth’s age. All of them agree in 
vielding very long times. A billion years is the min- 
imum. The astromomers look over the solar sys- 
tem. test its wind and examine its teeth, and say it 
must have been here for a billion years at the very 
least. Ten billion years would please most of them 
a good dea! better. 

But this long age the geologists cannot bring 
themselves to accept. They, too, have their meas- 
ures of time—their clocks by which the earth has 
measured its age. The record of these clocks is far 
shorter than that of the astronomic ones. One hun- 
dred miltien years, at most two hundred million 

all that the geologists are willing to allow. 

example of this geologic evidence, we may 

amount of salt in the sea. This salt was 
not always there. The water of the ocean was once 
as fresh. we believe, as is the sweetest mountain 
lake. Where has the salt come from? 

It has washed down from the land. Rain falls on 
the rocks and the soil and dissolves a little salt from 
them. The rainwater soaks into the streams and 
runs in rivers to the sea. If you take a sample of 
the water out of any river and analyze it chemically 
you will find that it contains a very little sat. In 
the ocean the water itself evaporates; the salt is left 
behind. Thus the ocean grows continually more 
salty. 

Now with the progress of chemistry most of the 
rivers of the world have been analyzed so that sci- 
entists know exactly how much salt each one of 
them contains and how much is added thereby to the 
salt that is already in the ocean. And by adding 
up al] the salt in all the rivers of the world ome can 
calculate the total salt contribution to the ocean 
for one year. Obviously, then, the total amount of 
salt in the ocean, divided by the amount added in 
one year, tells us how many years the ocean has ex- 
isted and has been accumulating salt. 

The result comes out between one hundred million 
and one hundred and fifty million years. Other geo- 
logic estimates, as, for example, an estimate of the 
time necessary for the accumulation on the former 
sea bottom of all the slate and limestone and sand- 
stone rocks known in the world, come out at about 
the same figure. 

That was the basis of the argument among the 
scientists. The astronomers wanted ten billion years 
or so to account for their side of the earth-making 
processes. The geologists could not allow more 
than about o or two per cent of this for the time 
since the oc€an was first formed and the earth as 
we know it began to exist. 

But now comes Prof. Joly with his idea of a reg- 
ular spasmodic explosion of the earth’s crust. This 
reconciles the two estimates of earth age. The earth 
as a whole is as old, Prof. Joly thinks, as the astron-

get hotter and hotter until something blows up. 

And that, Prof. Joly says, is the answer to the 
dispute about the earth’s age. In the beginning 
the earth was hot and molten. Slowly it cooled off 
and a crust formed over its surface. So soon as this 
happened the heat being produced by the radium 
was bottled up inside. It accumulated. The inside 
of the new earth ceased cooling and began to grow 
hotter. Presently it blew up, the solid crust was 
melted again and the earth was back where it had 
been in the beginning, a ball of red-hot lava. 

This bail-eoecled. Another crust formed. The 
heat from the radium began again to accumulate be- 
low it. Presently this second crust, in its turn, 
blew up and was engulfed in the sea of molten rock. 
This has happened, the professor thinks, over and 
over again. It may happen once more. If he is 
right, it inevitably will happen once more. 

We are living in the latter part of one of the qui- 
escent periods when the earth is covered by a cool 
and seemingly solid crust. This crust was formed 
some 100,000,000 or 200,000,000 years ago, the earth 
having just cooled then from perhaps the hundredth 
or more of its periodical convulsions. 

On this new crust our present ocean collected. 
Salt began to accumulate in it. The age of this 
ocean is not the age of the earth, it is merely the 
age of the present crust. 

And on this present crust has been played out the 
whole great drama of life and evolution. There may 
have been life before. Previous to the last con- 
vulsion there was another quiet period; a period per- 
haps not unlike the present one. Life may have ex-
